The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 42-60 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 42, 47, 59 and their dependent claims are indefinite as to "according to 
test A" as it is not clear what is encompassed by this phrase. 

Claims 48, 59, and 60 are indefinite as to "according to test B" as it is not clear 
what is encompassed by this phrase. 

Claim 49 and its dependent claims are indefinite as to "HOSOKAWA" as it is not 
clear what is encompassed by this term. It is noted that trademarks are not allowed in 
the claims. 

Claims 42-60 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
